CELEBRATED 91st ANNIVERSARY. 


Mrs. Mary Jana Weaver, atother of 
Mr. John B. Weaver, of HanoverfrStreat, 
who la spending soma time with her 
daaghter, Mrs. Martha Mamma, at Han* 
otar, celebrated the 91st anniversary of 
bar birthday, on Thursday. Feb. 19. Mrs. 
Weaver, whoas maiden name was Rosen* 
steel, in spite of advanced years, Is enjoy* 
lag eseelieat health aad retains all her 
faculties, excepting that her hearing ie 
somewhat Injured. - She can get about 
the street JuK es supple as many persons 
at the *ge of 70 yean. Mrs. Weaver Is 
one of the eurvivors of tha Johnstown 
flood 'May 31, 1889 in which more than 
5,000 persons lost their lives, and she wit­ 
nessed the untimely death of her daughter 
and „ten grandchildren in that catastro­ 
phe,. while her husband, and son, bis wife 
and ten children were saved by clinging 
to the house roof. Mrs. Weaver, then66 
years of ege, is said to have been the first 
woman to ir.ount to the roof of a house. 
She and her husband living at that time 
with her son, William Weaver, in a large 
double house, the other half of the house 
having been occupied by her son-in law, 
Thomas Eck, and family. When the flood 
came, Mr. and Mrs. Weaver and her son, 
William and wife, took thelatter's family 
of ten children to the roof of the house. 
They called for their daughter, Mrs Eck, 
who also climbed to the roof, but later 
went back into the house for her child­ 
ren. Before she could return the house 
was swept away and those clinging to the 
roof were swept over four miles by 
the flood before they were rescued. Many 
of the horrible sights of the great dissster 
took place before their eyes. The aged 
lady lost all her earthly belongings except 
about $60 in cash, a rosary and prayef 
book, which she had gathered up in her 
flight and placed in a pocket of her drees. 
Her daughter-in-law, Mrs. William Weav 
er, was struck on the arm by a telephone 
pole and has been a cripple to this day. 
It was through the mother's courage and 
fortitude that the remaining members on 
the floating roof were cheered and event 
ually saved, and earned for the name of 
“The Female Captain of Maple Avenue 
(Woodvale).Jobnatown, Cambria County. 
Pa.” Mrs. Weaver waa born iu Balti­ 
more Feb. 19, 1893. At the age of eight 
years she came to live on the O’Bo',c.’ (arm 
in Co no wa go township. August 10,1840, 
she was married to David Weaver in Con- 
ewago Chapel. 


Her. husband was a blacksmith and 
they lived in this section until the Civil 
War, when they moved to Emmiteburg, 
where they remained until some time af­ 
ter the war when they went to Johns­ 
town. After the flood they returned toNew 
Oxford where she has since spent most of 
her time. Mrs. Weaver’s husband died 
here twelve years ago at the age of 84 
years 
She has four children living—W. 
H. Weaver, of Frederick, Md., John S. 
Weaver, this place, Mrs. Mattie J. May 
hew, Johnstown, and Mrs. Bertie Mum 
ma, Hanover.

OLLECTORS will be interested in 
the recent discovery in London o) 
a remarkable bust of George Washing» 
ton. It is very doubtftil if there exist* 
a similar work, taken at the same time 
of life. Experts consider the “find" aa 
throwing a new light on an interesting 
period of the career of the “Father ol 
His Country/' 


Most of the statues made of Wash 
ington show him at an advanced age. 
when fame had crowned him with mil­ 
itary and civic glory, bnt 
this 
aew 
work depicts him In the “formative" 
stage of life—a young man just e n ^ r 
Ing on.his career. 


This bust was put up for sale at 
Sotheby's auction rooms and sold ?oi 
$50. American buyers did not attend 
the sale in large 
numbers, as 
they 
were more interested, apparently, in 
the sale of Lord Amherst's great li­ 
brary. The consequence was that an 
English dealer—Rochelle Thomas—ae ; 
quired, a treasure which should have j 
been bought by Americans who go in i 
for collecting Washington relics. Mr. 
Thomas considers the bust a very fine 
specimen of French bronze work, the 
artist’s name being Fournier. It seems 
quite probable that the work was done 
in America, though how it came to 
Europe is 
not, at 
present, 
known. 
Washington is shown in the uniform of 
a general, and the 
work 
represents 
him at a period corresponding with the 
second year of his leadership of the 
American army. The uniform is so 
modeled as to indicate active wear;

The famous library of Ivan’the Ter 
rible Is now supposed to be still hid­ 
den In some underground vault, which 
the efforts of generations have hither 
to failed to discover. It was Ivan the 
Terrible—whose reputation as a great 
ruler has been obscured by the fa» 
cination of his extraordinary excesses 
—who established the printing press 
in Russia. 


There Is a wide field of conjecture 
as to what might not come to light In 
th* event of this curious library one 
day being discovered. Ivan the Ter»!’ 
ble was in cIobo communication with 
all the rulers of our hemisphere, from 
London to Peking; one 
branch 
of 
knowledge is almost certain to be well 
represented in this lost library, and 
that is the scence of black magic.

was raised, are among * the 
things 
which have passed into history. They 
have wellnigh been forgolten. 
The 
Washington monument got as far as 
the laying of the cornerstone. It was 
a big event, calling forth what was 
»aid to have been the 
largest 
and 
moBt enthusiastic parade held in the 
city up to that time. 


George W. Morris, the most popular 
poet of the time, wrote a poem 
in 
honor of the occasion; the governor 
of the state, the mayor of the city, 
and a host of lesser lights and offi­ 
cials were in attendance. 
Backed by 
an organization known as the Wash­ 
ington Monument association, incor­ 
porated by the legislature, and includ­ 
ing among its trustees many of the 
wealthiest merchants of the city, the 
patriotic 
citizens 
looked 
forward 
eagerly to the completion of a monu- j 
mout costing at least $1,000,000, which 
promised to rise to such a height on 
the high land of Hamilton Square as 
tp make it visible to mariners 50 miles 
at sea. 


The history of 
this 
Washington 
monument movement, which reached 
its cjimax on October 19, 1847, and 
then suddenly lapsed into oblivion, 
dates from 1833 when, headed by Gov. 
Morgan Lewis, a large number of in­ 
fluential citizens determined that New 
York should erect to the memory of 
George 
Washington 
the 
grandest 
monument in the country. They were 
incorporated by the legislature as the 
Washington Monument association. 


No serious effort appears to have 
been made to raise money, 
in 1843 
the project was renewed, 
but 
this 
also met with 
no 
better 
success. 
Spurred on by the efforts of Isaac S. 
Lyon, one of the noteworthy charac­ 
ters of the time, 
whose 
occupation 
was that of a humble cartman, the 
third association under 
the 
same 
name w h s incorporated in March, 1847, 
and this was the only one that showed 
any genuine activity.

The Audubon society has issued an 
appeal to the peoplo of suburban and 
rural communites in Ohio to feed the 
wild birds when sleet and snow cover 
the ground and trees this winter. This 
request deserves favorable considera­ 
tion from ail the peoplo of Ohio who 
live In the open country. 
In tho su­ 
burb* of tho big cities wild birds can 
get along even in tho most severo 
weather.^ Out In tho open country, 
however, another story is apt to be 
told. There snow and Ice have things 
their own way; a cold spell, following 
a thaw, is apt to make 
tho 
whole 
country ono great glare of ico and to 
put an effectual lock on the food store­ 
houses of the wild birds. All winters 
are more or less hard on the wild 
birds, it is in periods of .deep snow- - 
particularly when there is a crust on 
it -that they are in the greatest dan­ 
ger of starvation. At such times men | 
and women ought to be glad to come I 
to the rescue with food, both for ' 
humanitarian reasons and because the 
wild birds are a great asset to any \ 
community, with their songs and their 
very valuable services in getting rid 
of insects that prey on plant life.—'

So many battles were fought at sea 
during the revolutionary 
war 
that 
tome of them have been lost to his* 
tory. Also a majority of the ships 
•ftftged 
were 
privateersmen 
and 
•hips carrying 
letters 
of 
marque, 
whose captains did not report to any 
government, or at least only to state 
government*, consequently many bat* 
ties are unknown now because rec­ 
ords have gone astray In the succeed* 
Ing years. 


Just recently Edgar Stanton Maday, 
a persistent historian, has unearthed 
accounts of some forgotten sea flights 
of the revolution, the most Interesting 
of which is the defeat of a French* 
American squadron off the coast of 
Spain by a lone English frigate, De­ 
cember IS, 1781, the 
Kansas 
City 
Times remarks. 


The English • frigate Mediator, car 
rylng forty-four guns and 266 men, 
sighted a fleet of five sail In the Bay 
of Biscay about 7 o'clock the morning 
of December 12, 1782. Capt. James 
Luttrell, 
commanding, 
immediately 
brought his ship up to ward them on 
his lee. 
He, no doubt, expected to 
llnd four French or Spanish merchant­ 
men convoyed by a war 
vessel 
of 
about-his own strength. 


As soon as the fleet sighted the M* 
diator it formed in line of battle and 
prepared to attack. 
As near as can 
be determined from records the ships 
of the allied squadron were the Alex­ 
ander, 24 guns, J02 men; Capt. Greg­ 
ory and the Amiable Eunice, 6 guns 
and 24 men, both flying the American 
fiag; and tho Eugene, 3G guns, 133 
men, Capt. Le Daudin; Daupin Royal, 
28 guns, 120 men, 
and 
Menagerie, 
Capt. de Toligne, ail under the French 
flag. The Menagerie had been armed 
with 34 guns and carried a crew of 
212 men, but at this date it had been 
made over into a transport and its 
fighting value considerably reduced. 
It is safe to estimate, howrever, that 
the allies more than doubled the Me­ 
diator in shot weight and number of 
men. 


Capt. Luttrell soon recognized this 
and also saw that he could not hope 
to escape fighting. 
Undaunted, he 
prepared to entertain the rapidly ap­ 
proaching squadron. 
He attacked in­ 
stead of waiting for the five ships to 
assail him. 
He made for the cen­ 
ter of the allied line. 
All five ships 
raked him, but the shots went high 
and did small damage. ^The Mediator 
singled out the Alexander and closed 
in close battle with it. Capt. Gregory 
signaled his fellow captains to come 
to his support. 
But, as the French 
did in several other engagements, the 
Eugene, Daupin Royal, one a frigate 
and the other a corvette, and the Me­ 
nagerie put on sail and deserted. The 
feeble Amiable Eunice followed suit. 


Capt. Gregory was not an officer of 
the regular navy, but a privateersman 
armed only as a commerce destroyer. 
But he put up a gallant fight. 
For 
four hours he jockeyed for position 
with the Mediator and prolonged the 
.fight. 
At last he was forced to strike. 
It was afternoon before Capt. Luttrell 
could place a prize crew aboard and 
sail in pursuit of the other ships. 


Ho started after the 
Menagerie, 
which was trying to reach the port of 
Ferrol. By 5 o’clock he came within 
, long gun shot of the Frenchman. A 
running fight began, which ended 10 
o’clock that night, when the Menag- 
erio struck. 
Capt. Luttrell sent more 
of his men away as prize crew and 
laid by until morning to continue the 
chase. 


The Amiable Eunice and Daupin 
Royal were sighted at sunrise. The 
Mediator started for them, but soon 
gave up tho chase. Capt, Luttrell had 
only 100 of his crew on board after 
1 sending away two prize crews, 
He 
j had 3(50 prisoners in his hold. 


Now occurred an attempt to cap­ 
ture the Mediator by tho prisoners, 
which places (’apt. Gregory as tho 
only man worthy of commendation in 
the allied lieet. 
Within two days af­ 
ter the battle bo had communicated 
with all the prisoners, American and 
French, and appointed a time for ari 
uprising. 


Tho 
prisoners 
outnumbered 
tho 
crew two to One. 
Capt. Gregory Jn 
some manner had procured a pistol 
and some powder* The plot was for 
him to steal upon deck after dark, 
load and fire a cannon, which would 
be a signal for the men below to 
swarm out and attack their captors. 
Capt. Gregory removed the 
hatch 
gratings so tho men could reach tho 
deck quickly. 


The heroic commander played his 
part, the most, dangerous, with pre­ 
cision. 
Tho crew of tho Mediator 
was startled to hear a gun report Just 
after tho lookout’s report of quiet. 
For two or three minutes everything 
was confused. 
Capt. Gregory rushed 
to a hatchway to lead his men to tho 
cutlass racks and gun chests. 
But no 
men came. 
Down below the 350 odd 
prisoners, French and American, wero 
quarreling as fo which 
nationality 
should command after the ship was 
taken 
in tho meantime Capt. Lul- 
troll was aroused and brought his men 
to order. 
Capt. Gregory was seized 
and the hatches covered with make­ 
shift lops of long spikes. 
Tho revolt 
was stopped effectually mid tho Medi« 
ator reached England gafuly with \ \ n 
cargo of prisoners und two prjges.

Few persons realise how many ani­ 
mals are constantly getting hurt and 
also getting sick. 
The wild animals 
seldom «at sick from what they eat, 
but the domestic animals frequently 
do, because they are not fed properly. 
Wild animals get Injured from flghtr 
Inf with other animals of their kind 
or In lights with their animal one* 
mlds, 


But In both cases these animals 
have a faculty of doctoring themselves 
that Is remarkable. 
Instinctively do 
tha animals choose such food as Is 
best suited to them. 
Many scientists 
have ciclalmed the human race once 
did this and that If cast Into a wil- 
derness would again seek out a diet 
that would be exactly 
what 
they 
needed. 


To bathe Is by no means alone hu* 
man, for animals and birds do this, 
probably, many varieties at least, with 
greater regularity than humans. An!* 
mals also rid themselves of parasites, 
such as troublesome Insects, by moans 
of dust, mu 1, clay, and such things. 


Animals suffering from fever re­ 
strict their diet, keep quiet, seek dark­ 
ness and airy place«, drink much 
water, and sometime« plunge into It 
from ttmo to time. 
When a dog has 
lost its appetite it eats that species 
of grass known as “dog's grass.” Cats 
also eat grass, catnip, etc., when sick. 
Sheep and cows in the same circum­ 
stances seek out certain herbs. 
An 
animal suffering from chronic rheu­ 
matism invariably keep» as much as 
possible in the sun. The warrior ants 
maintain regularly organized ambu­ 
lances. 


I^trielle cut the antennae of an ant. 
Other ants covered the wounded part 
with a transparent fluid from their 
mouths. 
If a chimpanzee is wounded 
it stops the flow of blood by placing 
its hand on the wound or dressing it 
with leaves and grass. 


A terrier had an injured eye. 
It 
remained lying under a counter, avoid­ 
ing heat and light, although it had 
been Its habit to keep close to the 
fire. It adopted a general treatment— 
rest and abstinence from food. 
The 
local treatment consisted In licking 
the upper surface of its paw, which 
it then applied to the wounded eye, 
again licking the ,paw when it became 
dry. 


Cats, also, when hurt, treat them­ 
selves by this simple method. 
Delau­ 
nay cites the case of a cat that re­ 
mained for some time lying on the 
bank of a river; also that of a cat 
which had the singular fortitude to 
remain for 48 hours under a jet of 
cold water. 


The methods adopted by most of 
the wild animals for doctoring them­ 
selves are unknown to man, as when 
such animals are in captivity they 
are cared for by veterinaries. 
But 
there is no doubt that almost every 
animal has the ability to doctor itself 
skillfully. 


Poverty In Rome. 


Poverty in Rome is described as 
more squalid than that of any city in 
continental Europe. 
“On the Testac- 
cio, formerly a rubbish heap the Porto 
San Paolo, families of ten, fifteen and 
even twenty-two persons have been 
reported to be living in one 
small 
room with a single window overlook­ 
ing a courtyard and no sanitary ac­ 
commodation,” says London 
Every­ 
man. 
This was four years ago. 
Dur­ 
ing the administration of the Jewish 
mayor, Nathan, the city of St. Peter 
has, it is said, greatly improved. 
Liv­ 
ing conditions are better. 
It was for­ 
merly notoriously unhealthy, but has 
become one of the healthiest cities of 
Europe, 


Rome lives on tho foreign visitor, 
however, and the reasonable objection 
made to Mayor Nathan was that in 
modernizing Romo nothing would bo 
left to attract foreign visitors who 
flock there by thousands.
